OTTAWA, Oct. 23.—(CP)

That men discharged from the 
Canadian armed forces in the 
present war are not receiving the 
benefits of rehabilitation as out- 
lined in the official federal gov- 
ernment program was charged by 
Capt. T. B. Hewitt, former staff 
officer at the Edmonton wing of 
No. 13 M.D. in an address to the 
New Veterans Branch of the Ca- 
nadian Legion on Thursday night. 
The meeting was in the Canadian 
Legion Memorial Hall. 

Capt. Hewitt claimed that men in 
military hespital who are dis-| 
charged, have all their clothing| 
taken from them at the time, and 
must go down town in_ hospital 
blues to purchase civilian clothing. 
Each discharged soldier receives 
$35 with which to purchase civilian 
clothing on discharge, it was stated. 

The speaker contended that serv- 
ieve men should be permitted to! 
retain their uniform until such time 
as they have secured new civilian 
clothing 


NEED TRANSPORTATION 


Another grievance of newly-dis- 
charged soldiers is that of trans- 
portation for men living in coun- 
try areas. He said that many patri- 
otic young men came to Edmonton 
at their own expense to enlist 
earlier in the war. Now when these | 
men are discharged in Edmonton 
they must pay their own fares | 
home.

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Now’s the Time 


The tide of war may have reached the 
turning point. Many observers think so. 
Prime Minister Smuts of South Africa ex- 
pressed what appears to be the opinion of 
Allied political and military leaders when 
he said “the defence phase now has end- 
ed, another must now begin.” There are 
signs that both in Europe and in the Ori- 
ent the rush of the enemy has been stop- 
ped. In both the fighting is now of the 
ding-dong indecisive kind, 

This then is the time, in Canada and 
all other Allied countries, to push the out- 
put of munitions of all kinds to the utmost 
possible limit, in order that our fighting 
forces can turn the scale, take the offen- 
sive, and start the march to victory. To 
enable that to be done, this is the time 
for Canadians—as for other Allied peoples 

to throw in their financial reserves, by 
buying Victory Bonds to the full measure 
of their individual ability. 


“Mitch” Retires 


The retirement of Premier Hepburn 
will remove one of the most dynamic fig- 
ures from the Canadian stage. For eight 
stormy years he has headed the govern- 
ment of the province of Ontario, but found 
time from his provincial responsibilities to 
project turmoil into the area of federal pol- 
ities. 

On many subjects Mr. Hepburn's pol- 
icies, and still more his utterances, have 
been inconsistent, vacillating, even con- 
tradictory. He was the personification of 
energy, Which not infrequently displayed 
itself in criticism of other public men which 
was neither wise nor just, and at times 
crude. The lot of his colleagues must of- 
ten have been embarrassing, and he cer- 
tainly did nothing to popularize Ontario in 
other parts of the Dominion. 

But credit must go to Mr. Hepburn for 
one thing, and that of great importance. 
He cut in half the interest rates which the 
people of his province were paying on their 
provincial and municipal debts. By so do- 
ing he forced the hand of the Dominion, 
and brought about a corresponding reduc- 
tion in the interest charged by the federal 
treasury on loans made to the provinces. 
It was Mr. Hepburn who first breached the 
defences of money monopoly and led the 
fight against high interest charges. For 
that he deserves to be remembered with 
gratitude by the public in all sections of 
Canada.

A New Note 


There is a new note in the despatches 
from Moscow, a note of confidence, even 
a tone of certainty. They tell of the first 
storm of winter sweeping across the 
steppes where Nazi armored divisions are 
bogged in mud; of the defenders of Stalin- 
grad taking the offensive and recapturing 
buildings; of Timoshenko’s drive forging 
ahead between the Volga and the Don; of 
enemy exhaustion so acute that he can only 
attempt counter-attacks on a narrow sec- 
tor; or dive-bombers coming over in flocks 
of only five or six. 

And in the Caucasus, the despatches 
tell of the enemy stopped along the Black 
Sea coast and at Mozdok—where Berlin 
says bad weather is “impairing opera- 
tions”, 

Perhaps the Russians are too optimis- 
tic. The enemy is both sticky and tricky. 
Hitler will only stop driving when and be- 
cause he has to. He may be pretending 
weakness to lull the Red army into care- 
lessness. The blitz, may reopen any day 
with renewed fury, 

Admit all this, The fact remains that 
under the most favorable weather condi- 
tions the Fuehrer could neither capture 
Stalingrad nor push through to the oil 
fields. He threw all he had into the battle, 
but failed in both objectives. Winter con- 
ditions will favor the defenders, for the 
supplies for the invading army must be 
brought over communication lines running 
back 1,900 miles. Drifted roads will 
hamper truck and train movements. 

If the Russians could not be beaten in 
fine weather, the odds in bad weather are 
on their side.

From a Former Enemy 


Forty years ago last May, General Jan 
Smuts was leading a Boer commando 
against the British troops in South Africa, 
when he was called to Vereeniging to rep- 
resent his people in framing the terms 
upon which the former republics of the 
Transvaal and the Orange Free State be- 
came part of the British Empire. 

On Wednesday of this week Field Mar- 
shal Smuts spoke to the members of 
Britain’s parliament in London, and by 
radio to the peoples of the British Do 
minions and the Allied countries, words of 
solemn warning of the consequences which 
would follow should the Axis be victorious 
and the Empire be destroyed. 

It is for those—and there are some in 
Canada—who seem to think there is some- 
thing wrong or something menacing in the 
fact that there is a British Empire to ex- 
plain the patriotism of this former Boer 
leader, and the sterling loyalty of the 
thousands of his countrymen who helped 
to oust the Fascists from Abyssinia and 
are now arrayed against the Nazi forces in 
Egypt.

sionate devotion to this great congeries of 
nations. He is not of British blood, and 
was not born under the flag. He risked his 
life to keep his country out of the Empire; 
as he is now risking everything to keep the 
Empire intact. 

The people of South Africa are freer, 
and safer, and better off, because they live 
within the Empire than they would be if 
they lived outside. That is why General 
Smuts was a member of the war council 
in the first great war, and why he stands 
in the front rank of, the Empire’s champions 
today. 

What General Smuts had to say about 
the progress of the war and the outlook 
is highly important, for it comes from a 
shrewd, far-seeing man of long and varied 
experience in military affairs. But even 
more important is the fact that the speech 
was made by a man with his particular 
background. 

To Canadians this carries particular 
interest, for South Africa is like Canada 
a country of relatively small population 
scattered over an immense area. The secure 
freedom which the people of that Union 
enjoy because they are citizens of the Brit- 
ish Commonwealth, the people of this Do- 
minion also enjoy—and must equally exert 
themselves to preserve, 

There are some gentlemen down in 
Quebec, and some in other provinces also, 
who should read General Smuts’ speech 
with close attention, and then apply their 
common sense to the question of their duty 


in this time of crisis.

1902 — 40 Years Ago 


The long-expected toot of the locomotive was 
heard in the historic town of Edmonton for the first 
time on Monday afternoon, Oct. 20. The Canadian 
Northern train, which was shipped from Winnipeg 
as soon as the junction with the C. & E. track wats 
made, arrived at Strathcona on Sunday night as 
dead freight. Monday morning it was taken over 
by Manager Race, the locomotive fired up, and at 
three o'clock the train left Strathcona on its first 
trip to Edmonton, crossing the bridge at 3:45. It 
was passing strange that an event of such import- 
ance should have taken place so quietly. Few if 
any citizens went across the river to see the train 
or take passage on its first run, and few were at 
the station to meet it on arrival. When the smoke 
of the engine was seen coming down Mill Creek 
valley there was a rush of people to the brow of 
the hill. There was no demonstration of any kind. 
The Edmonton station is built within a few hun- 
dred yards of the old Hudson Bay fort and over- 
looks the ground where the Blackfeet from the 
Bow, and even the Missouri, used te camp a hun- 
dred years ago when they came ro trade. The sur- 
roundings lack nothing in scenic beauty or historic 
interest. Shortly after reaching the station the train 
took on a number of interested spectators and 
gave them a short ride across the bridge and back. 
The ride was largely taken advantage of by school 
children, and highly appreciated by them.

In v.ew of the large and growing 
number of womer in the armed 
services and the ugly stories that 
occasionally go the rounds, the re- 
port of a commission appointed by 
the British government to investi- 


gate conditions in the A.T\S., the 
Wrens and the Waafs is of interest. 
The report was issued on Sept. 30 
as a White Paper. 

There are two main findings. The 
commission was instructed to in- 
vestigate reports of immorality and 
drunkenness and the finding, on 
this count, is explicit. These re- 
ports, says the commission, are “a 
vast superstructure of slander 
raised on a small foundation of 
fact.” The other important aspect 
of the report has to do with sug- 
gested betterments in the condi- 
tions under which women in khaki 
serve. These suggestions seem 
eminently practicai and should be 
carefully considered by the Cana- 
dian army, air force and navy. 

Illegitimacy in the British wo- 
men’s forces is trifling. In fact, the 
rate is lower than that of the civil- 
jan population. The commission 
finds that the “bravado” talk of the 
present generation of young women 
is largely “shock tactics” against 
Victorian “shibboleths and conyen- 
tions”. At the same time, however, 
tNe “vague and sweeping charges” 
made against the women in service | 
“are deeply wounding to the wo-| 
men and bitterly resented by ser- |

| “Allegations of general immoral- 
ity in a camp, when investigated, 
have in our experience resolved 
themselves into one or two cases 
which in the course of gossip have 


been multiplied times over. And 
the same applies to charges of 
drunkenness. 

“In the opinion of those most 
competent to form a_ reasoned 
judgment promiscuous conduct in 
the wemen’s services is confined 


to a smal! proportion of the whole. 
We consider that these allegations 
refiect most unfairly as a generaliz- 
ation on a body of women the vast 


country in a high and self-respect- 
ing spirit.” 

In condemning this, slanderous 
gossip, the commission points out 
how alarming and distressing these 
reports are to parents, It is re- 
called that wild and fantastic tales 
were in circulation in 1918 about 
the Waacs, tales almost identical 
with these now current. 


Recommendations 


The important recommendations, 
most of which are to be accepted, 
are: 

Women must be given a mini- 
mum standard of decency—reason- 
able accommodation, cleanliness, 
warmth, adequate food and satis- 
factory medical attention. 

Recreation must be provided as 
well as opportunities for education. 
There should be well-planned talks 
|and a number of women education 
| officers. 

The retiring age for officers 
| Should be 55 years and all officers 
should be better trained.

One of the most serious problems 
of belligerent nations engaged in 
globe warfare is that of securing 
unity of purpose with their allies. 
It was Napoleon who expressed his 
unbounded gratitude that he had 
no allies to worry about, only ene- 
mies, And there is more than a 
spark of truth in the old adage; “He | 
travels fastest who travels alone.” 

It is scarcely true to say that 
Hitler has allies. He has associates 


and he has subordinates. The Japa- 
nese are associates, and they are} 
anxious to exploit any opportuni- 


ties he may create for them. They 
love him not at all, suspect him 2 
great deal, and look forward to the 
day when they may have to shoot 
it out with him. Italy, together with 
Hungary, Rumania and Bulgaria, is 
fubordinate, although this group of 
nations ostensibly enjoys the status 
of free associate and partner with 
Germany in the New Order. 

It is not always easy to get along 
With allies, but it is proving unex- 
pectedly difficult for the Germans 
fo get along with their vassals, al- 
though they can adopt much more 
direct methods in dealing with vas- 
sals than allies can use in dealing 
with each other 

Hitler has always relied on ex- 
ploiting other people's weaknesses 
“Mein Kampf” is a curious mixture 
of childish immaturity and exceed 
ingly shrewd diagnosis. Hitler's vi- 
sion of the ideal world, under Ger- 
man hegemony, is crude and false 
beyond belief. But his comments on 
the frailties of man and the political 
defects of nations are the work of 


a very cunning and comprehending | 


mind 
POLITICAL SABOTAGE 

The German leader's hopes of 
world domination were pinned as 
much upon being able to accom 
plish the political disruption of his 
enemies within their national boun-

Much and Not Too Little 


One of the problems over which 
parents lose sleep and acquire 
headaches is the question of how 
much financial help they should 
give their children. As in all of 
the other complexities of human 
relationships and responsibilities, 
no definite solution of the matter 
has ever been made, because the 
answer depends on so many dif 
ferent circumstances that make 
what would be the right thing to do 
in one case, the wrong thing in 
another, 


Naturally there are two differ- 
ent schools of thought on the sub- 
ject. There are the tight-fisted 
parents who believe in bringing 
children up the hard way; who 
never give their youngsters a 
penny with which to buy a lolly- 
pop; who put them to work as 
soon as the law permits, and hold 
on to their money with a grip that 
only death loosens. 

In his recent biography one of 
our 
his twenty-first birthday his father | 
called him into his office and pre- 
sented him with an itemized bill 
for every cent he had spent upon |} 


him, including the fee of the doctor | 


who attended his mother when he 
was born, 

This is probably the all-time rec- 
ord of a parent who held that even 
a baby should he made to stand on 
its own feet, but the world is full 
of fathers who blight their child- | 
ren’s lives and often cause their 
deaths by refusing to give them the 
help they are amply able to give. 

Many a brilliant girl and boy are 
denied the education that would | 
permit them to make great suc- 
cesses of their lives, because they 
were put to work at some menial 
job that would enable them to pay 
board to Father, Many a man and | 
woman go through life handicapped 
by some affliction that a surgical | 
operation would have removed, but 
that Father would not pay for. And | 
in one case I personally knew, a | 
promising young boy died because 
his father, who was a rich man, 
would not pay for the treatment 
the doctors assured him would save 
the boy's life, 


HELP TOO LATE | 
The parents’ alibi in such cases 
is that the children will get their 
money when the parents die, but 
often the help comes too late, I 
once heard a woman, who had had | 
a hard and meager childhood, say: 

“If my father had given me, when 
1] needed it so badly, a hundredth 
part of what he has left me in his 
will, it would have changed my life. | 
But he saw me go shabby when I 
longed for pretty clothes. He saw 
me cook and wash and scrub and 
baby-tend until | was a broken- | 
down, nervous wreck. Now his | 
money can buy me nothing that I 
want,” 

To the other school of thought 
on the subject belong the parents 
who ruin their children by overin- 
dulging them. They smother their 
children in money and the things | 
that money buys. They place no 
responsibilities upon them. And 
they bring up the horde of weak, 
selfish, irresponsible, drunken play- 
boys and girls who fiH our divorce 
courts and sanatoriums, and are a 
curse to themselves artd their | 
families, | 

Between these two extremes of | 
the parents who give their children 
too much, and those who give too 
little lies a middle road which, it 
seems to me, is the right path for 
parents to take, I believe that par- 
ents should give to their 
in accordance with their means, and 
that they should do it when the 
children need it most

I've ignored him, spanked 
him, but he screams so loudly he 
can be heard all over the neighbor- 
hood, usually about 2 o'clock he falls | 
asleep and sleeps until I have to| 
waken him at three for fear his | 
night sleep will be disturbed. Then 
the fun begins when he goes to bed.

No doubt your condition, plus 
your determination to have this boy 
completed controlled by the time 
you have another child, are respon- 
sible for your tense nervousness.
